| tine of his work amany questions to 
answer With regard to the care of a 
piang, hence it would probably not be 
amiss to publish a few suggestions for 
the benelit of those interested, 
| The worst injuries to a piano can 
| Usually be traced to one or more of 
| the following causes. Dampness, ex- 
temes ef heat or cold, moths, mice, 
polishes which cannot ‘be 
and neglect to have them properly 
cared for by w thoroughly competent 
tuner, capable of regulating or re- 
pairing any, or all, of the parts which 
enter into the delicate mechanism of 
the action, 

Dampness will rust the strings and 
ull the metal parts, will make the ac- 
tion sluggish and the keys stick, the 


wood will crack and ruin the varnish, 

Extremes of heat will cause a piano 
to go out of tune very quickly through 
comtraction of all wooden parts; the 
writer has known cases where a piane 
hus gone down a semi-tone and every 
screw in the action become loosened 
Within a very few days after tuning 
from the last-named cause, 

Keeping the, piano in a cold room 
and suddenly heating it up, either by 
building a quick fire or Opening a 


door from an adjvining, over-heated 
room ,will cause the moisture to con- 
dense on the case. ruining the var- 
nish and = rusting. all the Interior, 


metal parts. 

Moths and mice must be avoided if 
possible or destroyed 4s soon as dis- 
covered as they will very auickly im- 
jure all felt parts in the aation. 

Great care should he 
the use of polishes for . as 
many pianos are injured by using pre- 
nparations which cannot be thoroughly 
removed, leaving a greasy surface to 
collect dust and smear the varaish in- 
; stead of clearing it. In most cases a 
soft sponge, moistened io lukewarm 
water with a trace of castile soap 
followed by a piece of clean, bleached 
vheese-cloth will remove any cloudi- 
ness from the case.

Preliminary Report of Special Engineer Presented to Council— 
This Figure Does Not Include Depreciation Charges on Plant 
—First Clause of Power Azceement Tying up City to Pay 
for 20,000,000 K. W. H. in the First Five Years, 

Approved by the City Council. 


As an answer. to the many seif- 
constituled experts who have been 
arguing over the cost of electrical 
rat the municipal plant since the 

lectric proposition Lec £ 
© isst the city’s consulting 
reer, W, J8, Skinner, of Winnipeg, re- 
ported at a special meeting of the 
council yesterday a.m, that the actual 
cost of procucuen at Edmonton's 
power plant has been 1.48 cents per 
K.W. hour for the nine months of the 
present year ending September $0th, 

This cost takes care of all operation 
1nd maintenanee charges on the main 
electric plant and the  sub-stations, 
and is based on the same conditions 
under which the hydro-electric com- 
pany agrees to offer power at 1,30 
cents for the tirst five years, with a re- 
duction in price to 1 cent when the 
city buys not less than 42,500,000 kilo- 
watt hours durine the sixth year. 

Complete Report Later. 

Owing to the shortuge of time Mr. 
Skinner submitted merely a statement 
of his actual cost findings complete 
report being promised as soon as it 
can be completed, In the cost of 1,48 
for power he did not add depreciation 
charges on the plant, this being the 
price necessary to take care of ade- 
quate maintenance and all operation 
costs, He estimated that, while no 
standard of depreciation had been 
adopted in the past, a rate of 6 1-2 per 
eent. would be a fair allowance for 
the plant if such a fund were to be set 
aside. On this W. Bowness 
for the hydro mpany con- 
tended that the actual cost of power 
is 2.04 cents at the present time at 
the civic plant, 

Would Be Reduced to 1.45 Cents, 

Mr, Skinner said that the rate of 
1.48 took care of all charges against 
the system including the purchase of 
Laurier Park and such other capital 
charges of the past. If the South Side 
sub-station, which is non-productive 
were climinated, Mr. Skinnev, in repiy 
to a question trom the mayor, said 
he actual cost would be reduced to 
1.45 cents. 

With operation, maintenance and 
overhead expenses only the power cost 
Would ‘be 2,19 cents. With the same 
harges ou all items and depreciation 
added, the total vost would be 2.76 
cents, It will be understood in this 
connection that the city would have to 
take care of all capital charges and 
depreciation on the power plant even 
in the event of entering into an agree- 
ment with the hydro-electric com- 
pany.

You are all interested in the prosperity of the City. lf our City 
loses money it affects the pocketbook of every citizen. Salaries, 
wages, etc., will have to be cut to make up the amount that has 
gone into the pockets of the Company. 
_. Why should we give away this Franchise absolutely for noth- 
ing when it should be worth millions? Not only for nothing, but 
we actually give them something “to boot” to induce them to con- 
descend to take it. Is this good business? Who will be stung ?

Work 
against this bylaw. Why should money be squandered on yoting 
to purchase a gold-brick ? 

This is the dear old Pelican masquerading under another name. 
Can the Ethiopian change his skin or the leopard his spots? Some 
noted characters very bitterly opposed this Gas Company in 1913. 
Now they are boosting it. Why? Have the characteristics of the 
Pelican been transmitted to its successor in name, and will it lay 
golden eggs for its present worshippers who formerly opposed it? 

Why should we give a bonus to any Company to enable it to 
compete with the power, light and heat sold by the City? 

This Bylaw virtually creates a monopoly in gas for the Com 
pany. When the pipes are laid into your houses and the gas stoves 
are installed, you must burn gas only, At present you may burn 
wood or coal. Some years ago Leamington, Kingsville and other 
towns in Ontario had visions of becoming large Cities because they 
had gas wells in their limits. Soon they awoke from their dream 
of bliss and pitched out their gas stoves. 

Medicine Hat is another shining example. With gas right in 
the town, sold as low as 5c per 1000 ft., will this Company be kind 
enough to tell the people of Edmonton how many factories are 
rushing to Medicine Hat, (also how many shut down in the begin 
ning of 1913 and went to other places that had no gas?) 

In Calgary they are disgusted, and the gas stoves are among 
the junk. Last Winter a friend’s gas bill was $39.00 per month, 
He owned an 8-roomed house and heated only 4 rooms. How much 
would it cost him for that kind of fuel during a cold winter? 

Reliable Statistics give us the following figures :— 

27,000 cubic feet of gas are equivalent for heating purposes to 
one ton of coal, This quantity of gas will cost you 25c per 1000 cu.
